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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


The strong upward trend and continued strength of the Missouri economy 
is shown in general revenue receipts recorded July 1 to December 30, 1977. 

General revenue receipts totaled $633,425,633. This was an increase of 
$81,226,112, or 14.71 percent over the comparable period in the previous fiscal 
year. 

The progressive financial situation is directly reflected in the increase of job 
opportunities in Missouri. The state unemployment rate in December, 1977, 
was 4.8 percent, which was below the national unemployment rate of 6.9 per- 
cent. 

The highest increase in specific categories of general revenue was in income 
taxes, which totaled $221,170,377 from July 1 to December 30. This was an in- 
crease of $33,815,464, or 18.05 percent. 

Corporate income tax receipts for the latest fiscal report totaled 
$41,303,761. This was an increase of $5,694,686, or 16 percent. 

State sales tax receipts totaled $322,747,934. This was an increase of 
$41,988,075, or 14.95 percent, over the comparable period of the previous fiscal 
year. 

Preliminary reports on the high volume of 1977 Christmas sales point to 
expected reports of further increases in sales tax receipts. 

Liquor, beer and wine tax receipts continued the downward trend begun 
earlier this year. Tax receipts in this category totaled $12,622,208. This was 
a drop of $1,126,752, or 8.19 percent.
